Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie original claims were drawn to a photo-resist layer comprising a first sub-photo-resist layer and a second 
sub-photoresist layer. Dependent claims, especially claim 7 which recites cross-linking of the first sub-photoresist layer before providing a 
second sub-photoresist layer, have been ammended to recite only a single photoresist layer. As originally searched the examiner looked 
for a cross-linked first sub-photoresist layer which was coated with a second sub-photoresist layer. Further, the examiner notes that it is 
uncertain how applicant intends to cross-link one part of the photoresist layer and not the other part without applying the resist layer in two 
steps as a first subphotoresist layer and a second subphotoresist layer. 
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
